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State Subsidizes 
‘The Statesman’ 


The smoke and flame arising from 
the national campaign can divert atten- 
tion from the brush fires that threaten 
the one remaining fortress of democracy 
at home. Our thanks to State Senator 
Osgood Williams of Taliaferro County 
for sounding the alarm. 

Senator Williams has called atten- 
tion to the manner in which Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge’s private mouthpiece, 
The Statesman, is distorting the issue 
in regard to Constitutional Amendment 
No. 1. 

The Statesman propaganda would 
have Georgians believe that failure to 
approve the amendment would bring 
the county unit system to an end. 

That is not true. When the amend- 
ment is defeated on Nov. 4, the unit 
system will remain in the primary in- 
violate. But what Georgians will have 
done in defeating the amendment is to 
preserve the one truly democratic fea- 
ture left in the state’s electoral process 
—the general election. 

Senator Williams goes further to 
point out the injustice of the manner 
in which The Statesman is operated. 
There is no news in the announcement 
that the two men who edit the paper 
and write much of the copy are on the 
state payroll as aides to the governor. 
That story has been told before. The 
two draw a combined salary of $11,500 
a year. 

That money comes from taxes, in- 
cluding the sales tax. It comes from 
taxes paid by friends of Constitutional 
Amendment No. 1 and it comes from 
those who are against this attempt to 
take control of elections entirely out of 
the hands of the people. 

This means in effect that thousands 
of citizens throughout the state are sub- 
sidizing a proposal inimical to their best 
interests. 

Five years ago when Herman Tal- 
madge was a private citizen and The 
Statesman was the mouthpiece of a 
faction, the sheet condemned the 
Thompson administration for carrying 
press agénts on the state payroll as 
ghost writers for the governor. 

The Atlanta Constitution endorsed 
The Statesman’s stand then. That is 
still our position now. 

But since Mr. Talmadge has moved 
into the statehouse and his propaganda 
sheet has become The Voice of the Cap- 
itol, The Statesman’s views on paid 
press agents and ghost writers seem to 
have undergone a change. 

Speaking on a national TV network 
Monday night, Governor Talmadge 
said, “I think every politician in Amer- 
ica has called on friends for financial 
aid for the causes he represents.” 

As governor of Georgia, Mr. Tal- 
“madge goes a step further. To aid the 
causes he represents he dips into the 
tax till, thus getting help from those 
unfriendly to his cause as well. 

He does that when he uses state em- 
plovees to get out his personal propa- 
gaada organ.

When Does Trust Fund 


Become a Retatner? 


Despite all the protestations that fi- 
nancial aid given Sen. Richard Nixon 
has been granted only for the purpose 
of furthering good government, there 
now comes a hint of the danger inher ent 
to the situation. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch reports 
in its news columns that the trustee of 
the $18,000 Nixon expense fund went to 
the senator's office in Washington to 
seek aid in connection with a tax refund 
clairn of between $500,000 to $600,000. 

The trustee, Dana C. Smith, was 
quoted in the newspaper’s story as say- 
ing “some progress” has been made in 
the tax case. Smith goes on to say that 
his request for assistance was merely 
a routine thing which any constituent 
couid expect to ask of his representa- 
tive in Washington. 

That may well be, but not every 
constituent who goes to Washington is 
administering an $18,000 trust fund un- 
derwriting the expenses of the senator 
upon whom he is calling. 

Such is the great danger of subsi- 
dizing a Congressman. Once he has 
been assisted financially, it is incon- 
ceivable that the beneficiary can con- 
sider the requests of the benefactor with 
a great degree of impartiality.

Up a Real Fight 


Texas has under way a political 
squabble of monumental size, in keep- 
ing with the Texas reputation of doing 
things in a big way. Gov. Allan Shivers 
is dedicated to the proposition that 


Adlai Stevenson will be thoroughly 
trounced in the coming election. Shivers 
hasn’t jumped up and said he would 
voie for Eisenhower, put the state’s 
Democratic Party organization appears 
to be at the beck and call of the Eisen- 
hower forces, 


Practically all important Democrats 
in the state are aligned with Shivers in 
his views. An important exception is 
Speaker Sam Rayburn of the U. S. 
House of Representatives. 

Rayburn—described by an associate 
as ‘“‘iron-gutted” in his determination 
to aid the Adlai cause—this week 
opened Stevenson headquarters in Dal- 
las. Facing him is the vast opportunity 
of 254 Texas counties to be organized 
in support of his man. There isn’t much 
time. 

A New York Times writer who 
looked into the Texas affair reports that 
the inside opinion in the Lone Star State 
is that Eisenhower still has a way to go 
before he can count the 24 Texas elec- 
toral votes. The writer says there is a 
great fear in Eisenhower circles that the 
voters won't be equal to the Republi- 
can task when the levers are down on 
election day. 

There is something of the melodra- 
matic in the sight of Representative 
Rayburn taking on the entire state or- 
ganization. In a lengthy career in the 
House, Speaker Sam has learned about 
every trick of the political trade. He 
is a foe of steel for the Shivers-Ike 
combination. 

The Democratic brand may be a bit 
unpopular this year in Texas, but Ray- 
burn will have roped his share of votes 
come roundup time Nov. 4.

Demands on Reds 


Yield Sparse Return 


The history of diplomacy in the post- 
war era practically is entwined with a 
recitation of the demands the West has 
made upon the Communist governments 
of Russia and her sub-kingdomas. 

Latest in this listing is Britain’s de- 
mand that China free from arrest 72 
nationals of the Allied countries. Among 
this group are 42 Americans. The Com- 
munists snatched them up at the com- 
ing of the Red revolution in China. 


They've been in custody ever since. 


By now the Allies undoubtedly have 
worked out a “demand” form with 
blanks merely to be filled in. 

We have demanded: 


. that the Reds release William 
Oatis, Associated Press newsman, im- 
prisoned in Czechoslovakia; 

. that the Soviets return all 
lend-lease vessels handed them dur- 
ing the war; 

. that a peace treaty with Aus- 
tria be speedily executed; 
... that numerous persons grabbed 
in Berlin be given up; 
. that various plane-shooting in- 
cidents be explained. 

None of these demands has got any- 
where. 

There have been some successes. We 
demanded the end of the Berlin block- 
ade, and won that one. That was a ma- 
jor victory. We secured the release from 
Hungary of American businessman Rob- 
ert Voegler. We made some concessions 
in this instance. 7 

The demands we make upon the 
Communists and their insistence upon 
ignoring the majority of them are one 
of the inevitable facts of life we must 
face in 'iving in the same world with 
the forces of communism. 

Short of resorting to arms, there is 
not too much we can do. We’ve attempt- 
ed economic measures with little suc- 
cess. We've closed consulates and sent 
Red nationals packing. 

The only way we can put our posi- 
tion before the world is to demand of 
the Communists that which we have a 
right to demand. But in the light of 
the results, the technique leaves a 
mighty empty feeling.

Choice of ‘Veep’ 
Is Haphazard 


WASHINGTON — When General Eisen- 
hower was in Indianapolis on his first visit 
a couple of weeks ago, this reporter -ran 
into former Sen, Raymond E. Willis of that 
state, a newspaper pub- 
lisher by profession, a 
kindly philosopher by na- 
ture, and a Republican 
by party affiliation.

delegate. With a twinkle in his eye, he ex- 
plained how that had happened. . 

“I did a-foolish thing there. We got 
word suddenly to get to the convention hall 
for the nomination of a _ vice-presidential 
candidate. I didn’t know who it was to be. 
We hadn’t been told. You know how that is. 
It really wouldn’t have mattered whether 
I got there or not. But I hurried and fell 
on the stairs.’’ 


The ‘‘word’’ passed to the other dele- 
gates who did get there. The name for 
which they would automatically vote hap- 
pened to be Sen. Richard M. Nixon. It 
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might just as well have been somebody” 


else—and the same automatic procedure 
would have occurred. 


Back through the years, it has nearly 
always been the same in both parties. Sim- 
ilarly, the ‘‘word’’ has come to the dele- 
gates from a conference of party leaders 
with the presidential nominee—as a _ sort 
of afterthought, haphazardly. 


There is a code of a kind for this process. 
The vice-presidential candidate must come 
from some other geographical area than 
the presidential nominee, and otherwise is 
chosen for various reasons. For appeal, 
perhaps, to some group or groups not con- 
sidered sufficiently represented in the 
presidential candidate; or to appease a wing 
of the party that lost on the battle for first 
place; or perchance to try to assure a big, 
key state; or maybe to symbolize and 
dramatize an issue as was the case with 
Senator Nixon’s selection. A factor in his 
nomination was to emphasize the party’s 
anticommunism crusade through his part 
in the Alger Hiss conviction. He also hap- 
pened to be from a big, key state. 


Customarily, the delegates, like sheep, 
accept the decision and ratify it, usually in 
a weary anticlimax. Exceptions are rare. 


The usual haphazard, afterthought way 
of picking vice-presidential candidates nor 
the very occasional sudden, hastily organ- 
ized revolt by the delegates from one whim 
or another hardly can be the proper way to 
choose the man who may become president. 


Heretofore, second place on both the Re- 
publican and Democratic tickets has gone 
to an older man than Senator Nixon and, 
with but few exceptions, to one of much 
greater political experience. Seasoning is 
usually included among the attributes in 
the code.

The GOP Has 
Taken Body Blow 


WASHINGTON—Assuming all Sen. Rich- 
ard Nixon has said is true about the use of 
the $18,000 fund raised in his behalf by a 
group of influential supporters, the mistake 

he made was. in keeping 
it under wraps and not 
reporting it on his in- 
come tax returns. If the 
expenditures made un- 
der the fund were legiti- 
mate, as the Republican 
vice- presidential candi- 
date claims, then they 
were deductible. Why the 
secrecy, therefore? The 
thing that makes. the 
whole business look bad, 
appraising it in the most charitable 
is ihat the existence of the funds was kept 
under cover and had to be unearthed by 
outside sources, 


Had Nixon reported it, he might have 
been able to dismiss the incident by say- 
ing there was nothing secret about it. He 
couid then have given permission for his 
returns to be made public. 

Senator Nixon has not helped his case 
by some of the naive explanations he has 
made. When he was first confronted with 
the news that the existence of the fund was 
out, he sought to brush it off with the state- 
ment that he was trying to save the tax- 
payers some money. Rather than use his 
government frank and facilities of the gov- 
ernment printing office, congressional mile- 
age allowance and other things furnished a 
senator in handling his mail, he was ac- 
cepting private contributions for these out- 
lays. In other words, he was saving the 
government money by letting private back- 
ers foot the bill. 

That sounded awfully phony, even if true. 
A United States senator is not supposed to 
have two masters. Either he is working 
for the government or a private group. 
Each senator is given a salary and an 
allowance, in the way of an office staff, 
travel expense, printing, stationery, frank- 
ing privileges, long distance calls, telegraph 
and the like, which, in Nixon’s case, amounts 
to some $75,000 a year. It is intended to 
make them free of any need for private 
sources of support. 

Regardless of what happens to Nixon, 
the incident is a body blow to Eisenhower. 
The public has become too much aroused 
over the case for it to be brushed off as 
trivial. 

In his tirade against corruption and 
shady practices in the administration, the 
general has offered as his cure for it. his 
ability to pick the right people for the gov- 
ernment service.

‘Praise the Lord’ 


And the Gang Took to the Woods 


When I was a little boy there was a 


‘chain gang camp in the pasture below my 


grandfather’s house. There were 40-odd 

men in the camp, about evenly divided be- 

; . tween white men and 

” > git © black and they slept at

that sat under the pine 

trees by the creek. They 

wore the old striped uni- 

form of the convict, and 

all but about a dozen of 

them wore chains. I was 

too young to have any 

feelings, one way or an- 

other, about chaining 

men this way, and as lI 

recall it, they didn’t seem to mind it much 

either. They were.not particularly a hang- 

dog lot, not particularly bad men either, 

though there were about 21 murderers out 
of the 40. 

Most of the white men had killed some 
other man, but most of the Negroes, it 
seemed, were in for killing a woman—their 
wife, or whoever they were living with at 
the time. And though the reason for the 
murders had been the same in nearly all 
the cases—namely infidelity—the Negroes 
didn’t seem to bear much of a grudge 
against the man who had betrayed them, 
whereas the white men hadn't seemed to 
blame the women too much. I remember 
being a little puzzled about this and I used 
to ask about it, when I got the chance. But 
I never got any satisfactory answer. ‘‘She 
just needed killing,’’ the black men would 
say. And the white men would say about 
the sume thing about the men they had 
slain. 

They were on the whole a fairly merry 
group. In the morning they’d be laughing 
and joking as they passed the house on the 
way up the road to where they were cut- 
ting a new road on toward Homer. When 
they came back by, they’d be singing, soft 
and low and mournful, tired men and tired 
mules coming down the road in the dust 
and gathering dark. Both men and mules, 
I think, had about the same philosophical 
outlook on life—for some reason God had 
placed great burdens upon them and they 
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were bearing them as willingly as they 
could. 

On Sundays, they would have their own 
church. Sometimes a fiery preacher of 
some floor-rolling sect would come and 
preach to them and get them in a weaving 
wav and they would shout and praise the 
Lord and get all stirred up. 

And sometimes when the preacher didn't 
come they’d have their own services. One 
of the convicts, Big Red, a great, gaunt 
rawboned man with freckles on his face the 
size and color of pennies, would _ preach. 
He was a real preacher when the spirit was 
on him. When he preached about the joys 
of being a free man, free of the stain of 
sin, able to walk abroad on the earth feel- 
ing nothing but love in his heart for his 
fellow man, and how a man could free -his 
soul from the shackles of sin by the power 
of the spirit, it was something that stirred 
the soul. You felt what it was to be free 
and unshackled. 

I don’t'know whether Big Red's preaching 
had anything to do with it or not, but after 
one Sunday when he preached his doctrine 
of the spirit free from sin just about all day, 
the gang rode past on Monday on the way 
to the place they were going to work that 
day. And* they weren’t laughing and 
talking. 

And late that afternoon, far up the road, 
I heard shotguns firing and a faint shout- 
ing. And later on the gang rode back down 
the road to camp. There were just 11 of 
them left. I found out later what had hap- 
pened. At the end of the day they had un- 
hitched the mules from the big plows and 
the drag pans, as usual, and had climbed 
up on the mules, riding sidesaddle, since 
they couldn’t straddle a mule with chains 
on their legs. 

And Big Red had _ suddenly hollered 
‘‘Praise the Lord”’ and the whole outfit ex- 
cept the pick and shovel men who didn't 
have a mule to ride, had lit out into the 
woods, scattering like birds, with the guards 
shooting and cussing, and the mules and 
the men tearing through the woods, laugh- 
ing and hollering. Nearly 30 of them got 
away, and whether they caught-them all or 
not IT never knew. I kind of hoped not at 
the time, for murderers and rogues as they 
were, they were always kind to me.

God Follows ae! | 
Wherever He Goes 


One of the most appealing stories in the, 
Old Testament is that of Jacob's ladder. 
When we were small children, this story 
fired our imagination. In our minds’ we* 
saw Jacob resting his head } en" a stone’ 
pillow. We saw high ee ae 
above the darkness of the 
night a burst of heavenly 
light. We saw a celes- 
tial Jadder reaching from 
Jacob towards highest 
heaven. We saw God’s 
messengers descending 
and ascending. And we 
sang, ‘“‘We are climbing 
Jacob’s ladder.” 

When we were older 
this account of Jacob's | 
strange experiences gave new meaning to 
the words of the grand old hymn: ‘Though 
like the wanderer . . . The sun gone down 

. Darkness be over me. . . My rest a 
stone... Yet in my dreams rd Be@ . « 
Nearer, my God, to Thee.” 

But there is much more to the story of 
Jacob than this vivid dream. Jacob had 
betrayed his brother, Esau, by stealing his 
birthright and had deceived his aged father, 
Isaac, by receiving falsely the paternal 
blessing. Fearful of his brother’s wrath, 
Jacob fled from home. Tired and weary 
upon the way, he lay down to rest in the 
wasteland at Bethel. His mind was trou- 
bled. Modern psychology has a good deal 
to tell us of the nightmares of a troubled 
conscience. In sleep the subconscious 
pierced freely the conscious experience and 
a yreat Dali-like image possessed Jacob's 
mind. 

As an exile and a fugitive, Jacob had 
run from home, but he could not run from 
God. When he was alone in the desert, 
God revealed Himself. With the break of 
morning light, Jacob arose from sleep ex- 
cla'ming, “‘Surely the Lord is in this place; 
and I knew it not’ (Genesis 28.16). The 
stone that had been his pillow he set up- 
right and consecrated as an altar to God. 
He had gone to sleep an exile, but he 
awakened a pilgrim, as ‘‘one whom a dream 
hath possessed.”’ 

The story of Jacob at Bethel reveals how 
God makes Himself known to the most un- 
likely of persons in the most unpromising 
of places. An inspired poet put it in this 
manner: ‘“‘Whither shall I go from thy 
spint? or whither shall I flee from thy 
presence? ... If I take the wings of the 
morning, and dwell in the uttermost parts 
of the sea; even there shall thy hand lead 
me, and thy right hand shall hold me” 
(Psalm 139:7, 9-10). There are many things 
a man may run from, but he cannot escape 
God. 

Someone has cynically described a 
church as “God within four walls.”” The 
spirit of God pierces all walls. Wherever 
a person may be—at the bench in a shop, 
at the side of a cradle in a home, or in 
the pit of a mine—the Spirit of God com- 
panions with him. “I dwell in the high and 
holy place, with him also that is a contrite 
and humble spirit’’ (Isaiah 57:15).

Presidents, Too, 


Have It Tough 


This Nixon business having turned the 
spotlicht on living expenses in Washington, 
one thumbs his way back through history 
and recalls that presidents, too, have found 

i it tough to stay within 
their income. That wasn't 
true of George Washing- 
ton. By the yardstick of 
his time, Washington 
was a millionaire. He 
had enough laid by that 
he could afford to throw 
a dollar across the Po- 
tomac. (The cynic says 
that was nothing, Harry 
Truman throws them 

~ across the Atlantic.) 

Cal Coolidge was not a rich man, but he 
was skimpy. Like George Washington, the 
canny New Englander could make a dollar 
go a long way. An anecdote on the Cool- 
idge eye to economy is that of the caller 
at the executive office who noticed a box 
of fine cigars on the presidential desk. 

“You know, Mr. President,’’ he said, “‘I 
have an unusual hobby. I collect bands 
from cigars of famous people.” ‘That's 
fine,’’ said cautious Cal. ‘I'll be glad to 
add to your collection.”’ He lifted a stogie 
from the box, carefully removed the band 
and handed it to his visitor, then returned 
the smoke to the box. 

Cigars, by the way, were a major item 
in the budget of Ulysses S. Grant. They 
say he smoked as many as 25 a day. He 
couldn't afford it either. Grant was a poor 
president in more ways than one. The pur- 
pose of his ‘‘Memoirs,”’ written in the last 
days of a fight against cancer, was to raise 
money to pay his debts. 

Grant is the man who accepted from 
St. Louis distillers the gift of a fine team 
of carriage horses, complete with harness, 
blankets and a $25 buggy whip. The Presi- 
dent saw nothing wrong in taking the pair. 
But it wasn’t long until he learned to his 
embarrassment that he had been taken for 
a ride. That was when the Whisky Ring 
scandal broke out and some of the donors 
were indicted. Grant's “Let no guilty man 
escape’ failed to make much of an im- 
pression on the public. 

Abreham Lincoln, too, always was hard 
up for money. Part of his penury can be 
attributed to his wife's extravagances and 
eccentricities. 

™o blame, too, was that paradoxical con- 
dition one encounters often—a man’s ability 
to run the affairs of a nation and not man- 
age his own. 

But it must be said in Lincoln's behalf 
that one reason he didn't become rich was 
the side of the man demonstrated in this 
letter from Lincoln, the lawyer, to a client: 


Feb. 21, 1856. 
Mr. George P. Floyd 
Dear Mr. Floyd: 

I have just received yours of the 16th 
with check on Flagg & Savage for twenty- 
five dollars... You must think I am a high- 
priced man. You are too liberal with your 
money. 

Fifteen dollars is enough for the job. I 
send you a receipt for fifteen dollars and

CONFIRM INVESTIGATION 


Meanwhile, at the Justice de- 
partment the spokesman con- 
firmed that the study, still in a 
tentative and preliminary stage, 
was being made of the applicabil- 
itv of Section 1914, Title 19, Crimes 
and Criminal Procedures. This 
provision provides a fine of not 
more than 51,000 or six months’ 
imprisonment, or both, for any 
*“‘vovernment official or employee” 
who received any salary in con- 
nection with his services from a 
source other than the government 
or a state agency. The same pun- 
ishment is provided for any person 
who makes any contribution or 
supplements the salary of a ‘“‘gov- 
ernment official or employee.”’ 

The spokesman said some law- 
vers questioned whether members 
of Congress were included in the 
phrases “‘government official or 
employee,”’ although the Justice 
department believed that they were 
included. Nevertheless the depart- 
ment, he added, was also consid- 
ering the applicability of Section 
206. of Chapter 11, Bribery and 
Graft, United States Code, which 
specifically applies to members of 
Congress.

Mrs. Lucien L. James will di- 
rect the new center. according 
to Mrs. Connell. Meetings, shows 
and beautification projects for 
Macon's 1,600 garden club mem- 
bers will clear through the cen- 
ter. 

Members themselves will boost 
the building fund by attending 
monthly workshops this year, ap- 
proved by the federation. The 
first will be held from 10 a. m. 
to 2 p. m. Tuesday, Oct. 14, at 
the Macon YWCA, with accredit- 
ed flower show judges instruct- 
ing in flower arranging. A small 
fee will be charged, reports Mrs.
